Kentucky Power Company for its Report states: 

1. In its August 14, 2007 filing in this matter, Kentucky Power Company 

undertook to contact certain of its customers who would be eligible to participate in the 

Real-Time Pricing Program under the proposed tariff and to report back to the 

Commission on October 1, 2007 concerning their interest. 

2. Kentucky Power contacted a representative sample of eligible customers. 

A general discussion was held with each customer concerning the provision of the 

proposed tariff and the possible effect on the customer’s electric costs. 

3. One customer stated it was not interested. A second customer did not 

respond. The remaining customers surveyed indicated an interest in the program.
